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PR E FACE 


Tur Almighty Creator and Governor of the 
World, to make known his provident and bene- 
volent care of his creatures, and to leave them 
without excuſe, has not only endowed them with a 
particular, but alſo with a general and perpetual 
Revelation of his divine will and purpoſe, by a 
communication of the ſpirit of prophecy to certain 
perſons in every age and nation, which we ſhall 
find by a peruſal of the Sacred Scriptures ; and 
that this prophetic power in the mind was not con- 
fined either to the Jewiſh or Gentile nation, nor to 
any particular rank, age, or condition of men; for 
whether Jew or Gentile, noble or ignoble, learned 
or ignorant, individuals were occaſionally choſen 
to the prophetic office by the all-wiſe Governor of 
the Univerſe. Thoſe perſons being filled with the 
Divine Spirit, made known to the people their 
heavenly miſſion, either by comforting them with 
glad tidings, or warning them and their governors 
with the proſpect of diſtant or impending cala- 
mity. Thus we ſee that all thoſe wonderful events, 
which took place both in the Jewiſh, as well as 
other nations, were predicted by the prophets many

years, nay, in ſome inſtances, ſome hundred years 
before the event was accompliſhed. The bondage 
of the Iſraelites in the land of Egypt, was foretold 
many hundreds of years before it took place, as 
alſo their poſſeſſing the land of Canaan. The ſe- 
veral captivities of the Jews by the heathen princes, 
who ſurrounded them, particulaily that of the Ba- 
bylonian by Nebuchadnezzar ; alſo their return was 
long predicted by the prophet Jeremiah, &c. The 
coming of the Meſſiah was foretold from Adam, and 
by every prophet, until prophecy ceaſed among 
that people. In the ſame manner were alſo pre- 
dicted the riſe and fall of the Aſſyrian, Median, 
and Perſian empires. 


The greater part of the prophecies recorded in 
the Old and New Teſtament, as well reſpecting 
the Jews in particular, as all other nations likewiſe 
deſigned in them, were compleated and ful filled at 
the period of the redemption, at that glorious and 
awful conjuncture. Then it was, that not only the 
fate of nations and Kingdoms, the diſtractions on 
account of religion, and the ſufferings of the faith- 
ful, were foreſhewn, but even the duration of this 
globe itſelf was prefigured ; the final diſſolution of 
which is to be preceded by the glorious Millenium, 


or reign of Jeſus Chriſt upon earth for a thouſand 
years. 


The world has witneſſed the partial accompliſh- 
ments of thoſe prophecies, by which were predicted 
he riſe and fall of Antichriſt, or the Papacy ; and 
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of thoſe ten kingdoms which were to partake of her 
whoredoms and abominations, and which were af, 
terwards to turn againſt her and deſtroy her, and 
make her deſolate. Inſtance the French nation, nay 


the recent revolution at Rome, has fully proved. 
this. 


The fame ſacred oracles (the Revelations) as ex- 
pounded by the ableſt and ſoundeſt divines, teach 
us to expect about this time the deſtruction of the 
Turkiſh empire, and which the recent rebellion 
there gives greater force to our belief; and that 
this event may be conſidered as a prelude to the 
eſtabliſhment of the Jewiſh people once more in 
their former poſſeſſion, the land of Judah, which is 
predicted in the Sacred Scriptures, and believed by 
the Jews themſelves, though abandoned and igno- 
rant as moſt of them are reſpecting ſpiritual things: 
yet it ſeems as if Divine Providence had ſtamped 
the idea upon their minds, ſo that nothing can 
obliteraic it: And indeed if it is fo, as it ſeems to 
be the caſe, let their wickedneſs and infidelity be 
what it may, ſtill this view of future proſperity will 
remain in their minds. It is ſomewhat ſtrange, un- 
leſs we look upon it in this light, that it is an im- 
preſſion of Divine Providence; for if we aſk any of 
this people about their being again reinſtated as 3 
nation, they will anſwer, it is their firm belief. 


Since the apoſtolic age, although miracles have 
ceaſed, we have yet experienced the moſt indubita- 
| ble 
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ble proofs of the occaſional influence of the ſpirit 
of prophecy upon the human mind ; and the accu- 
rate completion of many recent prophecies, leaves 
us without the ſhadow of a doubt of its continu- 
ance even to the preſent ſeaſon, which ſeems ſo 
prolific and teeming with direful events, and ſo 
truly in need of ſupernatural light and information. 


The coming of the impoſter Mahomed was fore- 
told by ancient Chriſtians ; the fall of the papal 
power ; the reformation by holy men among the 
Albegenſes and Weldenſes, and by Wickliffe and 
his followers, which their reſpective hiſtories plain- 
ly ſhew. | ; 
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PETER JURIEN. 


Azrour the time of the revocation of the edict 
of Nantz, by that cruel and perfidious tyrant, Louis 
XIVrth. Mr. Peter Jurien, an eminent and pious 
miniſter of God's word, predicted many remark- 
able events, which are applicable to the preſent 
times, in the following commentary on the Revela- 
tions, chap. ii, verſe 13. — And the ſame hour was 
there a great eartbquake, and the tenth part of the 
city fell, and in the earthquake were flain of men ſeven 
thouſand, and the remnant were affrighted and gave 
glory to Ged. 

% Now, what is this tenth part of the city that 
ſhall fall? In my opinion we cannot doubt that it 
is France, This kingdom is the moſt conſiderable 
part or piece of the ten horns or ſtates, which once 
made up the great Babylonian city—it fell. They 
who at this day perſecute the proteſtants, know not 
whither God is leading them ; this is not the way 
by which he will lead France to the height of glory. 
If ſhe arrives thither, it is becauſe ſhe ſhall ſhortly 
change her road, Her greatening will be no da- 
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r age to the proteſtant ſtates ; on the contrary, the 
proteſtant ſtates ſhall be enriched with the ſpoils of 
others, and be ſtrengthened by the fall of Anti- 
chriſt's empire. The tenth part of the city ſhall 
fall with reſpect to the papacy, it ſhall break with 
Rome and the Roman religion : one thing is cer- 
tain, that the Babylonian empire ſhall periſh thro? 
the refufal of obedience by the ten kings, who have 
given their power to the beaſt or Pope. This has 
alfeady come to pals in part; the kingdoms of 
Sweden, Denmark, England, and ſeveral ſovereign 
ffates in Germany, have withdrawn themſelves from 
the juriſdiction of the Pope. They have fpoiled 
the Whore of Babylon of her riches ; they have 
eaten her fleſh, i. e. ſeized on her benefices and re- 
yenues which ſhe had in their countries. This 
muſt go on, and be finiſhed as it begun; the kings 
that yet remain under the empire of Rome mult 

break with her and leave her deſolate and naked, 
„But who muſt begin this revolt ?—Tis moſt 
probable France ſhall, not Spain, which as yer is 
plunged in ſuperſtition, and is as much under the 
tyranhy of the clergy as ever ; not the Emperor of 
Germany, who in temporals is ſubject to the Pope, 
and permits, that in his ſtates the Archbiſhop of 
Strigonium ſhould teach, that the Pope can take 
away the Imperial Crown from him, It cannot be 
any country but France, which a long time ago 
hath begun to' ſhake off the yoke of Rome ; be- 
ſides Superſtition and Idolatry loſe their credit 
much in France. There is a fecret party, though 
well 
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well enough known, which greatly deſpiſeth the 
popular devotion of images, worſhip of Saints, and 
are convinced that thoſe ſuperſtitions are only hu- 
man inventions. God 1s beforehand preparing for 
this great work. 

« Thoſe wonderful events deſerve to be taken 
notice of from all others, for they have, and ſhall 
change the face of the whole world.“ 


SETH DARWIN. 


IN the reign of King Charles the Firſt, Seth 
Darwin, one of the firſt of the people called qua- 
kers, publiſhed many wonderful prophecies : He 
wrote a book called Old Truth's Firſt Meſſenger. 
He was taken up by the Magiſtrates for going into 
a church, naked up to the waiſt, and diſturbing 
the congregation with alarming ſpeeches. —He told 
the Magiſtrate, © That the voice of nature com- 
manded him to ſpeak the truth before he anſwered 
any queſtions :” being permitted he ſpoke as fol- 
lows, which was wrote down by the clerk as he 
uttered it. NE 

* This fair kingdom travaileth with ſore tra- 
vail; but as a woman bringing forth with ſome 
pain, ſo are kingdoms regenerated in turmoil and 
trouble, There muſt be many new births among 
us before our perfection cometh ; for lo ! wiſdom 
is tardy, and when ſhe be fully come, ſhe ſhall not 
make long tarrying, becauſe when you behald the 
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tide at full, it pauſeth but a little; and neither 
the Sun nor the ſeaſon ftand ſtill. And behold ! 
man is the creature of folly, and the foe of truth: 
All things change; yea, men's minds change more 
than all things; and they who are now the moſt 
blind, and the greateſt enemies of truth, ſhall 
among our poſterity become the grand reſtorers of 
it. Our neighbouring kingdom (France) is now 
at peace, but before the death of the next hundred 
years ſhe ſhall be in travail, and bring forth ſuch 
plagues, that the like has not been known in theſe 
latter ages of the world, In thoſe days the life of 
man {hall be valued as nought, and men ſhall ſee 
truth and own it, but belie it in their deeds ; and 
they ſhall caſt off all fooliſh opinions, and put on 
all wicked acts; and their hands ſhall be upon all 
the world, and all the world upon them, and their 
faſhion ſhall prevail over all the weft.” Being 
urged to ſpeak of the Holy Scriptures, he called 
them © Smoke—dead embers, and rotten bones of 
dead men.” 


ROBERT FLEMMING. 


IN the beginning of the preſent century Mr. 
Robert Flemming predicted the downfall of the 
French Monarchy, and the deſtruction of the 
power of the beaſt, or Pope of Rome. Taking the 
Revelation for his guide, he clearly pointed out 
the fall of the former about the time in which it 
did happen: The following are his remarkable 
words : * Tf 


* 
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© If any enquire farther, whether the ſun of the 
Popiſh kingdom is not to be eclipſed himſelf at 
length, I muſt poſitively aſſert he will, elſe this 
vial were not 'a judgment upon him and the Ro- 
miſh party. But if yer again the queſtion be, when 
this is to take place, and how? I muſt tell you, that 
after the French monarchy has ſcorched others, 
will itſelf conſume, by doing ſo, its fire, and that 
which is the fuel that maintains it, waſting in- 
ſenſibly till it be exhauſted at laſt towards the end 
of this century.” | 

We have ſeen this part of his prediction com- 
pleated in the revolution of France. He further 
ſays that the downfall of the Popedom will ſoon 
follow, and which the recent revolution at Rome, 
the ſeat of the beaſt, plainly ſhews ; for the people 
having the free exerciſe of their political as well as 
conſcientious rights granted them, they will ere 
long diſcover the cheat, and totally aboliſh pope- 
dom and prieſtcraſt, 

Mr. Flemming further ſays, that after' thoſe 
things have been accompliſhed, that is, the pope- 
dom and its long train of iniquities, that there will 
ſoon follow better days; and in the year 2000 will 
commence that glorious. ſabbatical millenary (or 
the Millenium) when ſaints ſhall reign on earth in 
a peaceable manner for a thouſand years more, ſee 
Rev. chap. 4. ver. 1, &c, chap. 10, ver, 5, 6, 7.— 
allo chap. 17, ver, 1, 5, 18. 
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JOHN LACY. 

IN the year 1707, John Lacy, a man very much 
noted throughout the kingdom ſor his prophetic 
ſpirit, thus predicted the deſtruction of the French 
monarchy: “ The Lord will deſtroy thoſe images 
which thou haſt ſet up for thyſelf (ſpeaking of the 
then King of France) and all thy ſtatues, the cour- 
tiers of France and all the court of France; Ver- 
ſailles, which thou haſt raiſed for thy luſt and 
grandeur, ſhall be thrown to the ground ; Paris, 
that imperial city, ſhall be convulſed; the Royal 
family ſhall be dreadfully afflicted, and thy inqui- 
ties ſhall be avenged on thy grand children; 
Lyons ſhall ſcourge thee ; the Toulouſe ſhall be 
reduced to aſhes, and thou Bourdeaux, tho' fa- 
voured, ſhall not be without chaſtiſement. Thus 


ſhall England be leſs viſited with my judgments 
than France,” 


JOHN MAXIMILIAN DAUT, 1712. 
THE following is the prophetic viſion of John 


Maximilian Daut, as delivered before the Senate at. 


Frankfort, together with his laſt prediction, ex- 
tracted from the public records of that city by a 
Lutheran miniſter. | 
« Behold the God of armies called aloud unto 
me by night, and ſaid ariſe, my faithful meſſenger, 
ariſe, and tell unto the world this faying which | 
ſhall give thee thus :— Jehovah, the jealous God, 
will 
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vill ariſe with his judgment, and afflict the city of 
Vienna, with all the cities and countries round 
about her, far and wide, with plague peſtilence and 
famine, from the eaſt to the north, and from the 
welt to the ſourh, according as I before made ma- 
nifeſt unto thee in the viſion of the virgin, and of 
the table; I command thee, preach repentance 
unto the guilty city of Vienna, and to the coun- 
tries around her, ſay ing, thus ſaith.the Lord je- 
hovah, turn from the wickednefs of Cain to the 
righteouſneſs of Abel; and. you princes who inhe- 
rit authority, eſchew your wickedneſs with which 
you have defiled the land, and with which you have 
inticed the people to ſin, and cauſe juſtice to be 
done among them. And all ye, the inhabitants of 
cities, towns and countries, whether young or old, 
rich or poor, humbled or exalted, fail not to hum- 
ble yourſelves to the duſt in my preſence, and in 
my houſe, for I am the jealous and avenging God. 
« And the Lord further ſaid unto me, Take up 

a lamentation for the , whole Roman empire, and 
for all the kings and princes, from the 32d chapter 
of Ezekicl, with an addition which I ſhall give un- 
to thee. And on the firſt day of the 12th month, 
the word of God came unto me ſaying, (ver. 2d.) 
Son of man, take up a lamentation for the deſtroyer 
who hath deſtroyed my choſen people Iſrael, whom 
I have choſen in the ſpirit, in the land of Romiſh 
oppreſſion. Say unto him, behold thou art a, lion 
among the nations, and as a whale in the ſeas, and 
thou iſſueth forth with thy waters which are thy 
OT nr | ſubjects, 
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ſubjects, and troubleth the waters of the people with 
the feet of emperors, kings, mighty ones, earls, 
nobles, captains, judges, ſheriffs, wherewith thou 
vexeth the waters of the people. Furthermore, I 
will make the hearts of many people of all nations 
to quake, when they ſee thy plagues ; and many 
countries which how Know thee not, yea, many 
kingdoms ſhall be aſtoniſhed becauſe of thee ; and 
their kings ſhall be ſore affrightned when I ſhall 
draw the ſword againſt thee, they ſhall ſtand ter- 
ror-ſtruck and appalled, their hearts malt ſink s 
they witheſs thy deſtruction. 

And the Almighty ſhewed me a city of abomina- 
tions in a trance, that was full of murders and ido- 
latry. I aſked the Lord the name of that city by 
Which it was known ? And the Moſt High anſwered 
and ſaid, It is the great city Babylon, called Rome, 
with the whole territory thereof; the Scarlet W hore, 
the greateſt of harlots, the foul beginner of all abo- 
minations, that have defiled the inheritance of 
Chriſt ; woe, woe unto thee thou blood-thirſty mur- 
derous city, I will ſend famine, plagues worſe than 
Egyptian, and a flaming ſword, the fierce meſſen- 
ger of my relentleſs wrath, upon your murderers ; 
for you Romans, even you have cauſed to be ſhed 
more of the blood of my righteous ſervants and 
prophets than can be comprehended by number or 
meaſure ; therefore, thus'ſaith the Moſt High God, 
Lo, I will bring ſtrangers upon thee, (ver. 7.) The 
Turks and the tyrants of the North, with all the 
tyrants of Chriſtendom, and their vaſſals ſhall turn 

their

their arms againſt the beauty of thy wiſdom, and 
they ſhall utterly deface thy ſplendour, and caſt 
thee down into the pit, and thou ſhalt ſink and pe- 
riſh, as thoſe that are ſlain in the midſt of the wa- 
ters, O Rome, Rome! I will conſume thee to 
aſhes upon the earth, before the eyes of the whole 
world - Rome, like Sodom, ſhall be utterly burnt 
with fire—ſhe ſhall fink like a millſtone in the ſea, 
and her ſmoke ſhall riſe up for ever and ever. All 
they wha knew thee among the nations ſhall be 
aſtoniſhed at thee, that thou art ſo ſuddenly brought 
low, and can'ſt never riſe again, ſaith the Lord. 

« The foregoing prophecies, out of the prophet 
Ezekiel, God commanded his ſervant to ſet down 
here; for the Lord ſpoke mouth to mouth to my 
ſpirit, and commanded me to ſpeak in all things as 
he ſhould tell me; and lo, here it ſtands to a tittle 
as the Lord did command. » Whoever now ſhall 
gainſay it, and deſpiſe it, or ſpeak evil of it, that 
{ame ſhall draw down a heavy judgment upon his 
own head. Thus hath the Almighty written by 
me, John Maximilian, his choſen penman, as a 
warning to all men; and let no man's pride or fool- 
iſhneſs deceive him, for the Lord is a jealous God, 
and will not be laughed to ſcorn, for whatſoe ver he 
ſayeth cometh of good.” 

The laſt Prediction of J. M. Daut, taken from him verbatim, 
at his own hauſe, by Hans Frederic Gruelbgr the elder, 
one of the Magiſtrates of Frankfort. 

* And the Lord ſaid unto me, on the eve of the 
laſt Sabbath, Ariſe, Maximilian, and give unto 
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the nations a ſign, that they may know that I am 
the Lord, and that thou art truly my prophet ; and 
ſay henceforth there ſhall be wars, and ſtriving for 
maſtery among Chriſtian nations ; and they ſhall di- 
vide the ſpoil among the great ones, who ſhall wax 
fat in luxury and abominations, whilſt they heed 
not the cry of the poor and oppreſſed, but fhed their 
blood upon the earth like water, and devour their 


ſubſtance : Verily, verily, I have heard the cry of 


the poor, like the blood of Abel, and I will avenge 
them an hundred fold on the oppreſſor; for be- 
hold, they ſhall eat the fleſh and drink the blood of 
rich and mighty men ; they ſhall ſay unto them, 
ye ſpared not the blood of us, nor of our little ones, 
nor our ſubſtance. And they ſhall ariſe like the 
mighty waves of the ocean, and cover and over- 
whelm all; and the high places ſhall be pulled 


down, and dignities ſhall be trampled upon, and 


worſhip ſhall be laid low, and riches divided ; and 
behold, the poor of the earth ſhall be avenged of 
the oppreſſor. And think not theſe things afar off, 
although the preſent generation ſhall not ſee them, 
for the ſeeds of deſtruction are now ſowing in the 
chambers and privy places of a King, and when 
their abominations of inceſt, whoredom, adultery, 
and unbelief, ſhall be fully ripe, look for the be- 
ginning of wrath. And a king ſhall periſh with 
the edge of the ſword, and the blood of Jezebel 
ſhall be ſhed by the wall of the palace ; and the 
churches and high places ſhall fall, and Baal's 
prieſt's ſhall be put to the ſword, and ſent into 
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1 
captivity by thouſands. Woe, woe to that land, 
for the four winds ſhall ruſh againſt it, and lay it 


deſolate, and it ſhall not recover until it be fattened 
with its own blood ; and the ſtench thereof ſhall be 


blown by the winds into every kingdom, for my 


judgments are righteous, ſaith the Lord, and I will 
avenge the cauſe of the oppreſſed, nor will I take 
my ſword from among the nations until juſtice and 
judgment be fairly rooted. "Thus faith the Lord.” 


BISHOP NEWTON. 

NEARLY forty years ago, the good Biſhop 
Newton, in his Diſſertation on the Prophecies, fore- 
told that France ſhould take the lead in the de- 
ſtruction of papal power, which great event we 
have ſeen verified. He further ſays, that the ca- 
pital city, Rome, ſhall be deſtroyed by fire; the 
beaſt and the falſe prophets, with the powers, civil 
and eccleſiaſtical, ſhall be totally aboliſhed. He 
then proceeds to aſſure us, that the deſtruction of 
Popifh ſuperſtitions, &c ſhall be followed by the 
converſion and reſtoration of the Jews, and after 
that by the ruin of the Turkiſh empire. The late 
revolution at Rome in part fulfils this prediction, 
and we may reaſonably expect very ſoon the com- 
pletion of the whole. The rebellion in Turkey alſo 
ſhews to us that Divine Providence is paving a way 
for the reſtoration of the poor deſpiſed Jews, who 
are of all people the moſt illiberally and cruelly 
treated; nay even among the people profeſſing 
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Chriſtianity, a very unbecoming conduct is mani— 
feſted towards the people of Ifracl, which ought 
not to be done. The Almighty will ſome day 
puniſh ſuch nations for their cruelty towards his 


people. I would to God that Engliſhman would 


begin to treat them kind, and make no difference 
between them and ourſelves; this would be one 
great ſtep towards their acceptance of Chriſtianity. 
It is a folly to preach peace, concord, love, and 
humanity, which the goſpel of Chriſt every where 
abounds with, unto a people that are at the ſame 
time made the ridicule and ſcoff of rhouſands of 
reprobate people calling themſelves Chriſtians. — 
Firſt, let us thew them by our actions that we re- 
gard them as our brothers and fellow men, by let- 
ting them enjoy all the privileges of Chriſtians, 
and then we can addreſs ourſclves to their con- 
ſciences as fellow men who wiſh for their eternal 
weltare and happineſs. 


BARON SWEDENBOURG. 

TIIIS noted character, near half a century ago, 
in his book has this ſtriking paſſage, or prophetic 
fentence, ©* The noble nation of France will riſe 
as one man, brake their chains, and overthrow the 
Whore of Babylon.”

the peaſant with the prince; ranks ſhall be con- 
founded ; titles, diſtinctions and birth, ſhall tum- 
ble into an undiſtinguiſhed heap of confuſion ; a 
new moral creation ſhall ſtrike the view of an ad- 
miring univerſe, and France, like Old Rome in 
her firſt flights to empire, ſhall appear with the 
ſceptre of univerſal dominion bourgeoning in her 
hands.

the great, of nature's creating, will aſſume their 
places, and the great, by title and accident, will 
drop deſpiſed into the common mais of the people.” 


DOCTOR GOLDSMITH. 


* IT is in the politic as in the human conftitu- 
tion; if the limbs grow too large tor the body, the 
ſize, inſtead of improving, will diminiſh the vi- 
gour of the whole. The colonies (by which he in- 
tended our American ones) ſhould always bear an 
exact proportion to the Mother Country ; when 
they grow populous they grow powerful, and by 
becoming powerful they become independent alſo. 
Thus ſubordination is deſtroyed, and a country 
ſwallowed up in the extent of its own dominions. 
The Turkiſh empire would be more formidable 
were it leſs extenſive; were it not for thoſe coun- 
tries which it can neither command nor give en- 
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J tirely away; which it is obliged to protect, but 
] from which it has no power to exact obedience. 

% As the Swedes are making concealed ap- 
proaches to deſpotiſm, the French, on the other 
hand, are 1mperceptibly vindicating themſelves 
into freedom. When I conſider that thoſe Parlia- 

ö ments (the members of which can act only by im- 
mediate direction) preſume even to mention privi- 
| leges and freedoms; who till of late received 
directions from the Throne with implicit humility. 
When this is conſidered, I cannot help fancying 
that the genius of freedom has entered France in 
diſguiſe. if they have but three weak monarchs 
more ſucceſſively on the throne, the maſk will be 5 
laid aſide, and the country will certainly once more p 
be free. 

* The German empire, that remnant of the 
majeſty of ancient Rome, appears on the eve of 
diſſolution. The members of its vaſt body want 
every tie of government to unite them, and ſeem 
feebly held together only by their reſpect for an 
ancient inſtitution, The very name of country 
and countrymen, which in other nations make one 5 
of the ſtrongeſt bonds of government, has been 
here for ſome time laid aſide, each of its inhabi- 
tants ſeeming more proud of being called from the 


petty ſtate that gave them birth, than by the more 
well-known title of Cerman.” 


JOHN 
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JOHN TILLINGHAST. 


About the time of rhe ufurpation of Cromwell, 
flouriſhed the noted John Tillinghaſt, a man of 
holy life and converſation, and plentifully endowed 
with the prophetic ſpirit. He fore-ſhewed many 
of thoſe remarkable occurrences which happened 
in his own days; the moſt ſignal of which was the 
death of the famous Marquis of Montroſe, whom 
he fore warned of it, and the particuiar day on 
which it was ordained to happen, more than three 
years before-hand. He alſo, the year before his 
own death, ſhews the particular week it ſhould 
happen, and having taken ſolemn leave of his 
friends (even of his diſtant ones by letter) he ex- 
pired at noon on the third day of that very week. 


MICHAEL NOSTRODAMUS. 
In 1555 this famous aſirologer foretold the French 


revolution, as we have of late witneſſed it, and the 


death of the King: He is very particular as to the 
fate of the ſeveral cities which were to ſuffer , the 
great numbers of killed and priſoners, and the in- 
nocent blood to be ſhed ; but it 1s remarkable, he 
ſays, peace is to come from one ſide. 


MR. LOVE. 


THAT pious and holy miniſter of God's word, 
Mr. Love, who ſuffered during the uſurpation of 
Oliver Cromwell, predicted the deſtruction of Po- 
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pery in the year 1790, and that in 1795 it ſhould 
be complete: A great man is then to ariſe; the 
ſtars will wander, and the moon turn as blood in 
1800: The whole world will tremble in 1803 with 
inteſtine troubles. In 1804 an earthquake will be 
univerſal ; afterwards all religious differences will 
ceaſe, and a general reformation take place among 
the ſons of men, who will live happy and peace- 
ably together, and war ſhall be no more, then will 
come the bleſſed Millenium, when ſaints ſhall reign 
a thouſand years with uninterrupted joy and hap- 
pineſs.

IN the year 1580, Dr. John Hervey, an eminent 
phyſician, of Lynn in Norfolk, related in his trea- 
tiſe an Eaſtern Prophecy: The ſubſtance of this 
prophecy is, that the ſecond attack of the Chriſtian 
power 1s to be ſucceſsful ; and that the Turks are 
to be utterly vanquiſhed and deſtroyed. The Greeks 
and Egyptians univerſally apply this prediction to 
the late war between the Ruſſians and the Turks ; 
and as, according to the prophecy, if the Chriſtian 
ſword did not prevail in the firſt attempt, the final 
cataſtrophy was to be delayed twelve years; there- 
fore we may expect the deſtruction of the Turkiſh 
monarchy between this and the year 1802, As 
ſoon as this takes place,, the Mahometan impoſture 
will be extinguiſhed by the truth of Chriſtianity, 
and a road made for the re-eſtabliſhing of the an- 
cient Iſrael in the land of Judah. 
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DOCTOR SMOLLET. 


THIS celebrated character, after pointing aut 
the rebellion of the Americans, which he foretold 
would ſhake off their allegiance from Great Bri- 
tain, which has come to pafs, proceeds as follows: 

« To turn our eyes towards our Weſt India 
Iflands, I think the profpect looks ſtill more 
gloomy and alarming. It has ever excited my aſto- 
niſhment, that nobody, either in England or thoſe 
Iſlands, ſhould entertain the leaſt dread or forecaſt 
of the dangerous conſequences of introducing ſuch 
an immenſe multitude of African flaves into them, 
or the ſmalleſt compunction for the enormous wick- 
edneſs of fo inhuman an act, exaggerated as it is 
in a thoufand degrees, by being perpetrated by 
men whole nation ſets ſo high a value upon their 
own liberty, and who pretend to fuch an averſion 
from deeds of cruelty, If we have no apprehen- 
henſions of the vengeance of Divine Juſtice for 
thoſe cruel and barbarous deeds, committed con- 
ſtantly on the miſerable ſlaves, ſtill common ſenſe 
ought to teach us, there is a point beyond which 
human affairs cannot go. That it is not poſlible 
that ſuch numbers who poſſeſs, every day they live, 
the power of their own freedom, will ſuffer ſuch 
extremities for ever. That the blow muſt come at 
ſome period or other, which may be this year as 
well as the next, and that when it does come, it 


brings with it deſolation impoſſible to be withſtood, 
and death in every ſhape.

This has in part come to paſs in the revolt of 
the ſlaves in St. Domingo and other iſlands; and 
although they ſeem at preſent quieted for a time, 
yet it is to be apprehended that the fire will ere 
long rekindle into a flame, and burn more fierce 
than ever. 

The Doctor proceeds, © To turn our eyes to our 
own continent (Europe) France appears to me to 
be the firſt probable theatre of any material change, 
The preſent faſhion of handling abſtract queſtions 
of religion and government, ſo eagerly adopted of 
late by a great number of people of conſideration 
in that country, with whom I have had the oppor- 
tunity of converſing, there ſeems to exiſt an en- 
thuſiaſtic paſſion for the diſcovery of moral truth, 
and a moſt ardent zeal for its propagation. And 
in this laudable frame of mind ſeems particularly 
included a commiſcration for the ſufferings of the 
lower claſſes of mankind, and a deſire to relieve 
them from the ſhackles in which they have been ſo 
long bound, by religious and political frauds. If 
we conſider the weakneſs, profligacy, and aban- 
doned debauchery of the French court, which they 
whoſe ſituations entitle them to be the beſt judges, 
repreſent as a ſecond Sodom ; the poverty, miſery, 
and diſcontent of the lower claſſes, and the violent 
defire of change, glowing and burning in the breaſts 
of thoſe who are the molt able, and indeed the 
only people in whole power it is to bring that 
change about; we need not heſitate to aſſert that 
fome great revolution muſt enſue, in the courſe of 
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a few years, in the government, religion and man- 
ners of the people of that country. Indeed, from 
the beſt general view which I am able to form of 
the internal political ſtate of the kingdom of France, 
I cannot bring myſelf to believe that the preſent 
deſpotic ſyſtem can at any rate continue more than 
twenty years longer. If religion has invented and 
nouriſhed thoſe frauds, upon which the deſpotiſm 
of France was founded, and the belief of that re- 
ligion is now almoſt obliterated from among all 
ranks, what 1s in future to ſupport ſuch a govern- 
ment, even when the general intereſt ſeems loudly 
to demand its demolition ? That the change, come 
when it will, muſt be through violence and blood, 
we may fairly prognoſticate, both from the known 
character of thoſe who are likely to have the chief 
hand in reformation, and from that of the com- 
mon people of France, whom their whole hiſtory 
proves to be the moſt ſanguinary, uſurping, and 
barbarous of any populace in Europe. Were it 
poſlible for me to live to witneſs it, I ſhould by no 
means wonder to fee the principles of republican- 
iſm predominent for a while in France; for it is 
the property of extremes to meet, and our abſtract 
rights naturally lead to that form of government ; 
and it is not the ſeaſon to moderate abſtraction 
during the fury and concuſſion of political ſtate 
quacks. 

Whenever a revolution upon ſuch grounds as 
theſe ſhall happen in France, the flame of war will 
be univerſally lighted up throughout Europe, cither 
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from the inhabitants of other countries inſlantane- 
ouſly catching the contagion, or from the appre- 
henſions of their reſpective governments. But 
whenever the great mafs of mankind ſhall become 
enlightened, it will be as vain as perilous, for go- 
vernments to attempt to combat principles which 
can only be effected with ſucceſs during the reign 
of ignorance and ſuperſtition. I ſee it in the 
cleareſt light, that the people of France, Germany 
and Italy (but more eſpecially the latter) are about 
to become weary of the impoſitions of religion, viz. 
Popiſh ſuperſtition and prieſtcraft, and the galling 
fetters of ſlavery, And I behold a new order of 
people about to ariſe in Europe, which ſhall give 
laws to lawgivers, diſcharges to prieſts, and leſſons 
to Kings.” 

A very remarkable Prophecy of a Poor Man in Norfolk, in 

the Tear 1775. 

A few friends having aſſembled one evening at 
this poor man's houſe, to enquire of him concern- 
ing their fortune, as he was reckoned a wife man; 
ſome termed him a wizard, and ſome an old devil; 
however, it happened among the company that 
there was a perſon preſent of a religious turn of 
mind, which will be ſeen from the following queſ- 
tion put to the old man, which was, if he could tell 
when all the inhabitants in Europe would become 
Proteſtants, and a free toleration of their religious 
rights be granted them ? He ſtarts up, and with a 
vehement voice, feemingly uncommonly agitated, 
burſt out into the following prophetic itrain :

When the Pope is deſtroyed, the people will 
enjoy their rights; but beſore this comes to paſs, 
France will run down with blood, and tens of thou- 
ſands of her children be ſlain; yet for all, they ſhall 
proſper every where againſt prieſtcraft, and purſue 
it until they have rooted it out of Europe, and then 
the inhabitants ſhall become Proteſtants. France 
will vex England, and invent wonderful things, as 
if they thought to build wooden iflands * to come 
over to England upon; nevertheleſs they ſhall pro- 
ceed to vex and threat, but not deſtroy, as Providence 
has deſigned them as the deſtroyers of popery and 
deſpotiſm, which they will effect, and baniſh their 
prieſts from their nation into all countries, for the 
iniquity which they have done; then the Pope will 
flee from Rome, and know not where to hide his 
head. About this time the impoſtor Mahomed, 
(or Mahomediſm) will feel the ſhock, and will 
tumble to the ground. — This ſeems to be begin- 
ning, if we conſider the rebellion in Turkey at 
this time. The fire will run until it has laid in 
aſhes all infidelity and idolatry, and paved a way 
for the univerſal knowledge of the Son of God; 
then comes peace and univerſal concord, and war 
ſhall be no more. — Being aſked when this would 
come to pals, he ſaid (pointing to a young girl 
about four years old) before that child arrives at 
thirty years; conſequently, according to his pre- 


diction, all this will happen between this and 18055 
that is within ſeven years.

A RECENT PROGNOSTICATION. 


Wr have witneſſed the fulfilment of thoſe great 
men's predictions, which relate to the French 
revolution, and alſo the downfall of the Pope's 
authority, which the late Revolution in Rome goes 
a great way to affect: We may look for the total 
1overthrow of that power, and the abolition of 
-popiſh prieſtcraſt very ſoon. And we may further 
venture to predict the downfall of Mahomedaniſm; 
for the Scriptures declare, that after the Whore of 
Babylon is made deſolate and naked, that is her 
power and revenues taken from her, then the Beaſt 
and falſe prophets ſhall be viſited. Now this 
cannot mean any other than the followers of the 
impoſtor Mahomed; and as the Government of 
Turkey is one grand ſupporter of this blaſphemous 
doctrine of Mahomedaniſm, it ſeems as though 
Divine Providence was pouring out the vials of 
wrath upon that nation; inſtance the rebellion 
which is begun in the Grand Turk's dominion. 
Now when this is effected, viz. the government of 
the Grand Turk aboliſhed, the conſequences will 
follow, that this revolutionizing ſpirit will find its 
way into thoſe barbarous nations, both in Aſia and 
Africa; thus the Arabs which inhabit the Land of 
Judah, called the Holy Land, being made free, and 


becoming 
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becoming civilized, and the Turkiſh monarchy 
being put aſide, it is very probable that the people 
of Iſrael, that is the Jews, will in the courſe of their 
traffic be encouraged to take up their reſidence 
among thoſe that inhabit the Palitinate; and ſo by 
a continuation of intercourſe with their brethren 
in other nations, both in Europe as well as other 
parts of the globe, that by means of thus trafficing 
and carrying on intercourſe of trade with others of 
their own nation, who are diſperſed among all 
countries, that Divine Providence may operate on 
the minds of thoſe people, to encourage very great 
numbers to repair thither; fome from motives of 
curioſity, others from that of intereſt; thus in- 
creaſing in numbers, riches, &c. in all probability 
they may form themſelves into a body politic, and 
eſtabliſh a Government very ſimilar to that of 
Moſes : But reſpecting their religion, it is reaſon- 
able to ſuppoſe, that when God ſhall have done all 
thoſe things for that people, he will manifeſt his 
truth to them, as well as to other nations; ſo that 
when this event ſhall come to paſs, then will an 
univerſal knowledge be diſſeminated throughout 
the world, according to prophecy—that the know- 
ledge of the true God ſhall cover the Earth, as the 
waters cover the channels of the ſca. 

Now to return to what is acting upon the theatre 
of Europe. We ſee Spain, Portugal, Naples, and the 
German Empire tottering; and we may expect ere 
long to ſee them fall, for God has put it in their 
hearts to fulfil his will; and it is plain from the 

Revelations, 
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Revelations, that the people that ſhall deſtroy popery 
are the inhabitants themſelves, who ſhall no ſooner 
have aboliſhed popiſh prieſtcraft, and demoliſhed 
ſuperſtition, but they ſhall fall into Deiſm, that is, 
worſhip the Beaſt; attribute all they have done to 
the Goddeſs of Reaſon, or the Genius of Liberty, as 
they term it. 


ENGLAND, 


Altho' exempt from deſpotiſm and popiſh ſuper. 
ſtition, yet ſhe mult expect to ſuffer from the rage 
of her enemies, whom Divine Providence may per- 
mit to threaten and alarm us, and make us ſenſible 
of our dependance on him for ſalvation; yet when 
we conſider the many ſignal victories which have 
been gained by our fleets over that of our enemies, 
I am fure that every ſenſible mind muſt conſider it 
as a peculiar interference of Providence on our 
behalf; and if we were to be more thankful, and 
conceive ourſelves more and more indebted to 
Divine Providence for all the benefits we receive, 
our preſervation as a nation would be more con- 
ſpicuous; for it is very evident, according to human 
probability, that as long as our fleets remain ſupe- 
rior to that of our opponents, they cannot conquer 
our country; and for all the ſeeming preparations 
which are making by the French and their allies, 
{aid to be for the invaſion of this country, I don't 
ſcruple to declare, that let this be carried on to 
what extent it may, and be brought even to the 

point 
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point of completion, the people of England may 
reſt themſelves aſſured, that they will not be hurt 
thereby; for remember that ſomething will take 
place of ſuch a nature as will require the force of 
France elſewhere, inſtead of attempting ſo hazard- 
ous an enterprize as the invaſion of England. 

I would forewarn Engliſhmen to remember the 
following parable, which if put in practice can dg 
them no harm, but is capable, ſhould the times 
require 1t, of doing them a great advantage, 


REMEMBER, 


That if the good man of the houſe had 
known in what hour the thief would have come, 
he would have watched, and not have ſuffered his 
goods to have been ſtolen. Thus we ſee that it is 
lawful to act upon the defenſive, to guard ourlelves, 
and protect our lives and property from the plunder 
of thieves, &c.—but to act in an offenſive manner 
is contrary to the ſcriptures; and therefore ſuch as 
purſue a line of conduct of that ſort, whether it be 
an individual or a nation, ſuch may depend upon 
being puniſhed one day or other for their unlawtul 
proceedings, and made to ſmarxt for the violence 
'hich is in their hands. 

One thing we may aſſure ourſelves will take 
place, after this ſhaking of the nations is over, and 
that is univerſal peace and tranquility; for as ſoon 
as Divine Providence has removed by his judge- 
ments the wicked oppreſſors of men, then mankind 
will very probably employ their powers and abilities 
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in framing good laws, for the well-being of men in 


general, who will paſs on and prepare for that 
glorious period, the Millentum ; wheretore, inſtead 
of the French revolution being a detriment to 
proteſtant ſtates, we ſhalk ſee it in the end to be 
advantageous to them, as ſome of thoſe wiſe men 
have predicted; nay it 1s not unlikely but in a few 
years we ſhall fee the proteſtant religion univer- 
fally profeſſed in France and other popiſh countries; 
nay at Rome, the ſeat of the Mother of Harlots, 
J will be bold to affirm, that the Goſpel will be 
preached in 1ts purity and fimplicity ere long, 
which muſt be obvious to every intelligent chriſtian, 
that the work going on by infidels is of God; and 
therefore we may expect to ſee and hear of greater 
things than have hitherto taken place, until the 
whole fabric of popery, prieſtcrafr, and Mahomedan 
infidelity, is completely tumbled down.
